Hi Pat- 

I should not have a problem going to Fall River District Court on 3-22-1 I as I am already on call for a Superior Court case in Fall 
River that day as well, though ADA Strojny is not 100% sure if the case will go forward or not. I also have a district court case in 
Springfield that day, but I have informed the ADA of the possible conflict and highly doubt that his case will go forward (plus, 
Superior Court has priority over district, so Fall River “wins”). It takes a couple hours for me to get to Fall River from the lab, and 
I'm assuming that you will not need me until late morning/afternoon due to jury selection, etc., so if you wanted to have me on call 
that would be fine, but the earlier I know the better. If it is easier, we could also set up a time that you want me there, even if it is 
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early in the day (I have family in Portsmouth, Rl so I can always spend the night before there if needed). I’m not sure if you are 
planning on sending a summons or not, but if so, the best (and easiest) way is just to fax it to the lab at 413-545-2608 instead of 
sending it through the mail (a summons is not 100% necessary, but it is nice to have documentation).
